Comox Socred MLA Dan 
Campbell yesterday asked the 
provincial government to 
make public an overall plan 
for north Vancouver Island 
roads before granting any 
further tree farm licences. 

He referred to the timber- 
company - o w n e d Muchalet 
Campbell River road and asked 
that the Crown clarify its po^ 
aition In respect to controlling 
or Influencing the degree of 
access to he permitted along 
access lines to the northern 
and west coast of the Island. 

He was appearing at a hear¬ 
ing of an application by Cana¬ 
dian Forest Products Ltd. for 
a tree farm licence in the 
Nimpkish Valley area. Grant¬ 
ing of the licence was recom¬ 
mended by forestry adviser 
Gordon Sloan prior to his 


death In January. Lands and 
Forests Minister Ray Willis 
ton was sitting as commis¬ 
sioner during the hearing 
which was adjourned until 
Friday. 

Mr. Campbell said he was 
not opposing the application, 
hut sought postponement until 
his recommendations were 
considered. 

He asked the provincial gov¬ 
ernment to seek to clarify the 
position of the federal gov¬ 
ernment in respect to road 
development before further 
leases are awarded. 

He complained that the 20.-

6 Barbarous —Society 


In Brief 


OTTAWA <CP> — The Tor I 
unto Humane Society yenter- 
day described the process of 
preparing animals for ritual 
ktllink within the Jewish faith 
aa barbarous, disgraceful and 
prompted by consideration of 
dollars and cents. 

"Canadians will not tolerate 
cruelty by a section of its pop¬ 
ulation. even on pseudo reli¬ 
gious grounds." said a society 
statement read before the 
Commons agriculture commit 
lee. 

While disavowing anti semi 
tism, the society’s statement 
strongly criticized the Cana¬ 
dian Jewish Congress for an 
earlier presentation in which 
the congress said that the 
preparation of an animat for 
slaughter has no religious 
significance, and is therefore 
the responsibility only of the 
abattoir operator. 
EFFRONTERY 

The congress. In a brief to 
the committee April 14. had 
also requested that any 
method of pre-slaughter hand¬ 
ling should be regarded as hu¬ 
mane. the society said, adding 
that it regards this statement 
as the “most monstrous piece 
of effrontery and an insult to 
this committees intelligence.” 

On a congress claim that 
Shackling and hoisting of a 
Uve animal prior to slaughter 
merely are undignified, but 
not painful, the society state 
ment said:

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Two-Thirds in Hand 


T HE Royal Jubilee Hospital drive 
to raise $410,000 by public sub¬ 
scription in the Greater Victoria area 
now has topped more than two-thirds 
Of the desired quota. With $280,000 
In hand from subscaiptions to date, 
the campaign for the remaining 
$130,000 will continue until the end 
of April. It has already been shown 
that the amount sought by public 
subscription when attained will com¬ 
plete all of the financing that is neces¬ 
sary to go ahead with the much- 
needed new wing and other accom¬ 
modation at the hospital. Heavy 
pledged grants by the Dominion and 
the Province, together with the 
Jubilee's own resources, reduced the 
gap to $410,000 in the first place, and 
It is now $130,000. 

Since it opened its doors in 
pioneering times the Royal Jubilee- 
Hospital has given splendid service 
to this community. During much of 
that period its case load has been at 
a peak, and its influence extending 
far beyond the limits of Victoria. 
With scant exception it has heen self- 
supporting through the years up to 
the time that provincial hospital 
Insurance came into effect. On one 
or two occasions in the distant past 
Victoria City was asked to help out 
when special capital funds had to he 
raised. So far as we are aware, the 


current appeal is the first that has 
ever been carried to the general public 
in modem times. That makes the 
occasion unique. 

Looked at from a community 
standpoint, the $410,000 quota sought 
by public subscription is a high-yield¬ 
ing investment. The senior govern¬ 
ments and the hospital itself stand 
pledged to find the balance of the cost 
of the new construction*^ -So for its 
$410,000 contributipp>tfe community 
will have the benefit of the $2,500,- 
000 enlargement which has been so 
critically needed. In a fast-growing 
community where hospital accommo¬ 
dation on its present level is all but 
exhausted, this is a timely investment. 
The new wing will be a comforting 
form of "hospital availability” for 
those who need it. 

In the next 10 days the opportu¬ 
nity will come for those who have 
not yet indicated what their response 
can he. With less than one-third of 
the quota to raise now. the Royal 
Jubilee Hospital has carried its case 
ably to the public. The total response 
is what matters now. This once-only 
appeal should be completed by the 
end of the month if a start on the 
new wing is to get under way on 
schedule. It would be difficult to 
think of a better use for the money, 
or a sounder bargain for Greater 
Victoria.

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Conciliation Weakness 


P REMIER BENNETT'S government 
took a bold and, in Canada, un¬ 
precedented step in recommending 
thP changes in the labor laws of Brit¬ 
ish Columbia which the legislature 
approved a month ago. While it was 
about it. however, the government 
could have taken another step for¬ 
ward by improving the system of 
conciliation. One small and not even 
controversial amendment requiring 
conciliators to state the reasons for 
their recommendations would have 
helped greatly towards understanding 
on both sides, and probably would 
have heen welcomed just as much by 
labor as by management. 

In many instances settlement of 
disputes might he reached much more 
quickly, and without necessarily sub¬ 
stituting arbitration for conciliation. 
If the recommendations of conciliation 
boards were accompanied by explana¬ 
tions as to how and why they were 
arrived at. What usually happens is 
that a board after routine hearings 
suggests a basis for settlement at 


variance with the submissions of 
either side. These tribunals are not 
under any obligation to state the 
premises on which their findings are 
based and few of them ever do, 
though occasionally a dissenting 
member will explain his reasons. 

Consequently both the employers 
and the unions are left with nothing 
to guide them in deciding whether or 
not the recommendations should be 
accepted. More often than not a 
union places its request at a high 
figure and the employer counters with 
a low one: and in due course the con¬ 
ciliation board comes up with a recom¬ 
mendation somewhere in between. 
Such split-the-difference proposals 
may represent an easy solution to the 
conciliators, but may also be com¬ 
pletely unrealistic. Unaccompanied 
by statements of reasons leading up 
to the recommendations they tend 
to make conciliation a time-consum¬ 
ing, expensive and virtually meaning¬ 
less process affording little help to 
anyone. 


Hiding the Carpet 


V ICTORIANS have only a long- 
range connection with the 
National Gallery in Ottawa but what 
goes on there is of interest to them 
nevertheless. Their taxes help to 
keep the gallery in being. That being 
so the furore over the late Queen 
Mary’s needlepoint carpet—exhibited 
here in 1950—is worth noting. Vic¬ 
torians contributed to its purchase 
price. 

/ The fund for its acquisition was 
raised by the IODE all across the 
country, and the carpet was presented 
to the National Gallery to be hung 
as one of its attractions. The gallery 
accepted the gift and hung the carpet 
all right—but covered by a curtain 
so that the public cannot see it unless 
an attendant pulls the curtain back. 

Not unnaturally the IODE is very 
wroth about this. Mr. Alan Jarvis, 
the gallery director, defends his posi¬ 
tion by saying the carpet is not a 
work of art. Possibly there are other 
things on the gallery walls some peo¬ 
ple might doubt to be of this quality. 


but that is not the criterion. IODE 
members concede it may not be the 
ultimate in art but they point out 
it is a fine example of needleeraft, it 
is pleasing to look at and its royal 
association makes it of historical 
interest. 

. Recently it was disclosed the 
needlepoint may not all have been 
Queen Mary's work, and one rug- 
hooking teacher says the design is not 
creative. The colors are beautiful, 
retorts another, woman critic, and 
•anyway it is an honor for Canada 
to have the carpet. All the women, 
pro and con, agree on one point, how¬ 
ever: the carpet should be on view. 

Doubtless the IODE and Mr. Jar¬ 
vis will fight it out among themselves. 
One observation might be permissible, 
however. Why did Mr. Jarvis accept 
the carpet if he thinks it demeans his 
artistic concepts 7 At least it is not 
an ordinary carpet, and if it is worth 
valuable wall space why keep it 
hidden? Surely that merely draws 
attention to its alleged artistic de¬ 
merits. 


Interpreting the Netc» 

Mr. Dulles’ Six Years

VUTASHINGTON (AP) — When John 
sV yoater Dulles took office as state 
secretary six years ago his avowed pur¬ 
pose was to "wrest the Initiative'' from 
Russia and put the US. and its allies on 
the offensive In the cold war. 

He never succeeded In achieving this 
objective. 

His major contributions to the de¬ 
velopment of US. foreign policy have 
been, with few exceptions, on the de¬ 
fensive side of cold war strategy. 

* * * 

Foremost among his accomplishments, 
perhaps. IS the vast expansion he en¬ 
gineered in United States alliances and 
military commitments over the world. He 
inherited the North Atlantic Alliance, 
which ha helped to create, from his pre¬ 


decessor. Dean Acheson. By building on 
the coalition pattern thus established, 
Dulles extended US. commitments in the 
Far East, Southeast Asia and the Middle 
East to such a degree that Soviet-Chinese 
Communism now can hardly thrust out 
In any direction without risking U.S. re¬ 
taliation. ' 

A crisis arose last year when revolu¬ 
tion overthrew the pro-Western govern¬ 
ment of Iraq. Dulles and President Elsen¬ 
hower feared that other friendly re¬ 
gimes would topple. 

Against threats of Soviet counter- 
action the president dispatched U.S. 
troops to Lebanon, and British forces 
went into Jordan. 

The Lebanese action was another in a 
long list of moves dramatized under 
Dulles policy of brinkmanship.'' 


Thinking Aloud

T HERE is an article in a national 
weekend magazine about the 
Nazi stormtrooper general. Kurt 
Meyer. It is bound 
to heart burn some 
Canadian families. 

Meyer was the 
general indicted for 
the shooting of 18 
unarmed Canadian 
prisoners of war in 
Normandy. He was 
sentenced to death 
but this was com¬ 
muted to life imprisonment. 

He was brought to Canada and 
lodged in Dorchester. N.B., peniten¬ 
tiary in the spring of 1916. In Novem¬ 
ber, 1951. he was released and taken 
back to Germany. 

The author of the Weekend article 
was the warden at Dorchester while 
Meyer was there. What he says, 
therefore, cannot be questioned. 

And what he says is illuminating. 

★ * O 

When Meyer arrived at Dor¬ 
chester he immediately requested 
preferential treatment. He was not 
an ordinary convict, he said, but a 
war prisoner. The wlrden told him 
he would be treated like any other 
prisoner. No better, no worse. 

What was his treatment? 

Well, to begin with, he was put 
in a ceU in the hospital and given 
cleaning work to do in that section. 
After three months he was trans¬ 
ferred to the prison library’, where 
apparently he remained for the rest 
of his time. 

I should suppose there would be 
other, much leas enviable, tasks to be 
done in the Dorcheatee penitentiary. 

Meyer gave no trouble. Once he 
mocked a prison official and was 
wsrned. but otherwise he wss well- 
behaved. 

* a * 

He was a great reader, especially 
of military works, and often discussed 
the war with the warden, giving the 
Utter his opinion of various British 
generals. Some books he wanted the 
prison library didn't have, so they 
were obtained by special permission 
from the Parliamentary Library In 
Ottawa. 

No preferential treatment! Were 
other prisoners, one wonders, allowed 
to borrow books from the Parliament 
of Canada? * 

Meyer's release was a bizarre 
arrangement; the warden, who simply 
followed his orders, describes it as a 
cloak-and-dagger drama. 

It is almost incredible. 

The warden received a coded 
message that two Canadian Army 
officers would arrive to take Meyer 
away. Obviously his friends, in Can¬ 
ada and Germany, had been active. 
The "escape" was well timed. 
*** 

Just before dusk the two officer* 
arrived at the warden's office. They 
hid in an alcove while the guards 
brought Meyer in. When the guards 
left they produced a Canadian Army 
battle dress, which Meyer donned. 

A station wagon was parked 
beneath the window, which was only 
four or five feet from the ground. 
The two officers climbed through the 
window and beckoned Meyer .to 
follow. It was getting dark now. 

Meyer shook hands with the war¬ 
den. slid over the sill, and dis¬ 
appeared. A Canadian Army aircraft 
was waiting nearby to fly him out 
of the country. • 

Within a few days the secret wss 
out. says the warden, ".but by then 
it didn’t matter.** 

When they hear these details It 
will matter a great deal to the 
families of the 18 soldiers shot in the 
uniform that covered the release of 
the man held responsible for their 
deaths. 

No specUl treatment! Are .all 
Dorchester prisoners released In this 
fantastic manner and by such 
camouflage? 

And who authorized this insult to 
the bailie dress of Canada? 


Letter from London 


‘Dief Demoted to Doghouse 


S OMETHING has gone wrong with 
Mr. Diefenbaker’s public rela¬ 
tions department. Just at the moment 
both the prime 
minister and Can¬ 
ada seem to be in 
the doghouse as 
far as British news¬ 
papers are con¬ 
cerned. There are 
frequent stories of 
inflationary tend¬ 
encies which can¬ 
not be controlled, 
of Canadian currency being undet^ 
mined by American investments and 
payments for United States imports 
from American capital. 

Inversely Canada has been slapped 
by American oil import duties and 
Canada has slapped Britain by sack¬ 
ing 1.000 skilled British immigrants 
employed previously on the Avro- 
Arrow jet fighter program, and by 
wrapping up its immigration pro¬ 
gram so tightly that British fam¬ 
ilies are being divided by a refusal 
of the immigration department to 
allow relatives to join immigrants 
no\ established in Canada. 

Mr. Diefenbaker, from having by 
far the best press of any Common¬ 
wealth prime minister, now has one 
of the worst. It is all very confus¬ 
ing and unsettling, especially because 
many of the difficulties are ob¬ 
viously temporary, and others do 
not directly concern Britain In a na¬ 
tional sense. It is not so much a 
question of specific problems as an 
aggregation of lesser issues, 
o o * 

All in all Britain is now getting 
the Impression that there Is some¬ 
thing radically wrong with Canada 
- and ’the reason is a sequence of 
unrelated incidents. Differences with 
Newfoundland, the resignation of the 
boss of the RCMP, the suggestion 
that politics was intruding into the 
enfor«*ifnt of law; the cancella¬ 
tion of the Avro Arrow program and 
the substitution of American mis¬ 
siles for Canadian defence; harsh im- 
migration restrictions and the start 
of a homeward flow of disappointed 
migrants, mostly from Toronto.

On the wider Issue Canada ia 
accused of throwing some of Britain's 
most highly skilled technicians, in¬ 
duced to go to Canada on the Avro 
project by free passages and other 
concessions, into American industry 
where they do not really want to 
go. Apart from economic and senti¬ 
mental considerations there is the 
disappointment of another family 
upheaval, a new* effort at acclimatiza¬ 
tion in a new country and a flood 
of letters from disappointed settlers. 

What is missing in Britain is any 
standaid of comparison. Canada's 8 
per cent unemployment, for example, 
is good compared with Northern Ire¬ 
land where it is more than 10 per 
cent and some of the depressed 
areas of Britain where local unem¬ 
ployment veers between 5 and 11 
per rent. Chaos In the aircraft indus¬ 
try is not limited to Canada or to 
Avro. There have been similar up¬ 
heavals here but because the dis¬ 
placed workers are more easily ab¬ 
sorbed by other industries thero 
has been a lesser impact.

The predominant position of th« 
Canadian dollar as Indlrattve of a ~ 
healthy economy generally la not 
emphasized—indeed some financial 
writers argue that the Canadian 
dollar occupies its position only 
because American capital la being 
absorbed In purchasing American 
imports and inferring that In reality 
Canada is living on capital rather 
than income and so helping a dan¬ 
gerous inflationary trend. Still less 
is much prominence given to the 
increasing amount Canada is pur¬ 
chasing from Britain or the grow- 
Ing British investment In Canada. 

Broadly Canada la no longer re¬ 
garded aa a land of opportunity- 
rat her as a land of disillusion. The 
whitehaired boy of the Common¬ 
wealth at the moment ia Australia, 
busily taking up the ^Immigration 
slack where Canada is letting go. 
Australia has opened an immigra¬ 
tion office in Ulster—once upon a 
time a stronghold for Canada. At¬ 
lantic shipping companies emphasize 
that there Is more congestion com¬ 
ing from Canada than going to it. 


hitherto unusual even allowing fof 
a tourist season in full flush. 


Canadians In Britain are con- 
fused and disappointed by the al* 
most unceasing streams of inform*- 
tion from Canada which in aggre¬ 
gate is creating unnecessary criti¬ 
cism. It is admitted that things are 
tough for some individuals but that 
nationally things are pretty healthy* 
There is temporary economic indi- 
geation due to changed policies and 
the absorption of too many immi¬ 
grants. It is painful while it lasts — 
but there is nothfhg enduring about it. 
Meanwhile It is possible that British 
newspapers are inferentlally creat¬ 
ing a climate which makes Briton* 
feel that things over here could bo 
a great deal worse. 

As a matter of fact things aro 
very similar in Britain. There aro 
major upheavals in the defence in¬ 
dustry. unemployment is the highest 
since the war. and there is somo 
evidence that our present compara¬ 
tively happy dollar position is duo 
more to American capital coming 
Into the country aa the result of 
takeover bids for British industries 
than to increased exports. 

Broadly all the criticisms, real 
and implied, of Canada may be ap¬ 
plied with equal force to Britain. 
The main difference Is that over 
here we cannot blame Mr. Diefen¬ 
baker and just for the record wo 
are not without our own immigration 
problems. The complaints heard over 
here from British migrants to Can¬ 
ada are echoed by West Indian mi¬ 
grants to Britain. The only reason 
more is not heard ia that our wel¬ 
fare state ia providing them, a* 
unemployed citizens, with a standard 
of living better than most of them 
would get as employed citizens in 
the West Indies. 

And Australia, for all Its sun¬ 
shine, is not without its troubles. 
It too has its quota of disappointed 
Immigrants and. as always, they 
speak more loudly than all the mil¬ 
lions who have settled in and found 
prosperity better than anything 
they could have hoped for in Britain. 


Up in Smoke 

(From The Toronto Globe and Mail) 


D O placid men naturally tend to 
smoke pipes, or'does pipe smok¬ 
ing itself induce placidity? No mat¬ 
ter; it is a question which —like the 
chicken and the egg—qever really 
gets settled. What a lot of Canadians 
want to know is why these well ad¬ 
justed citizens should receive special 
consideration from the finance min¬ 
ister. 

^ In his budget Mr. Donald Flem¬ 
ing raised the excise tax on cigarets 
and cigars by one-tenth of a cent 
each, but left pipe tobacco com¬ 
pletely untouched. Were he a pip# 
smoker, we could take this aa frank 
self-interest. But Mr. Fleming doesn't 
use tobacco at all. In this situation, 
we might expect him to harass all 
smokers equally. That ia where we 
make our mistake — *we study the 
man. where we ought to be studying 
the finance minister. 


From the revenue viewpoint, the 
pipesmoker is a five-star producer. 
The taxed tobacco he smokes is 
merely a part of hit elaborate equip¬ 
ment. The innumerable matches he 
uses pay ah excise tax of 10 per 
cent. So does the pipe itself. Pipe- 
cleaners. piperacks *knd the like' 
contribute their share, and so we go 
down the line to (of course) the taxed 
slippers. % 

What a contrast to the cigar or 
cigaret addict, who buys only—and 
is taxed only on—tobacco and a little 
bit of paper. What a prospect for 
finance ministers. It may well be 
Mr. Flemingji shrewd Intention to 
make us into a nation of pipe- 
smokers — placid because we are so 
heivily taxed, heavily taxed because 
we are so placid, and dwelling in an 
atmosphere that defies the very 
entry of the ICBM.

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Garden Note* 
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Need a Jolt 


By M. V. C'HESNUT, FRH8 

It seeip* to m« that every gardener 
who ever grew tomatoes has a burn¬ 
ing desire to pick sun-ripened fruit 
from his vines ahead of everyone else 
in his neighborhood. Not only does it 
give a big boost to the ego when your 
tomatoes color up beautifully while 
the other fellow s are still hard and 
green, but the earlier you can produce 
ripe fruit, the longer will be your 
season of picking, and your overall 
crop will be that much bigger. 

The first essential in producing 
early tomatoes is to plant the right 
kind of seed, and I think we have that 
nicely taken care bf with that Rhode 
Island seed I distributed. 


The next step -is to treat your 
seedling tomato plants in such a way 
as to induce them to put forth blos¬ 
soms at a very early age—to rush 
them through adolescence and jolt 
them out of fat and lazy habits, gen¬ 
erating in them an urge to reproduce 
their kind. The final stage is to watch 
over and guard the expectant mother 
and make sure nothing unpleasant 
happens to that first and all important 
cluster of blossoms. 


It is the second stage I want to 
talk about today—the early initiation 
of blossom buds—and the technique 
I am going to describe comes to me 
from Sweden, where growing condi¬ 
tions are certainly no better than 
ours. A colleague in Stockholm tella 
me that by carefully-planned tempera¬ 
ture treatment of the baby tomato 
plants, ripe tomatoes can be harvested 
at least two weeks earlier than from 
untreated plants. 

A R R 

The commercial grower* In Swe¬ 
den sow their seeds in much the same 
way as I have described, using those 
Jiffy pots from their sister country, 
Norway. The seeds are germinated at 
60 degrees, and after the seedlings 
emerge, they are kept in full sun at 
60 degrees. • 

Eight days after emerging, the 
trays of Jiffy pots containing the 
baby tomato plants are shifted every 
night to a cool basement, where the 
temperature is maintained at 54 
degrees. For four nights running, the 
seedlings shiver in this cool darkness, 
returning each morning to their 
sunny t position. 

The plants subjected to this chill¬ 
ing produce their first cluster of blos¬ 


soms very much earlier; moreover, 
that first truss of blossoms is bigger 
and healthier than in plants which 
haVe been coddled and kept warm. 

I don’t know Just why this cool 
treatment produces such early blos¬ 
soms. but I think it must be some¬ 
thing like this—for their first eight 
xiays. the little plants luxuriate in 
their warm and sunny position, mak¬ 
ing comfortable growth, and giving 
no thought whatever to their duty to 
posterity. All of a sudden they find 
themselves in pitch black darkness, 
and chilled to the hone. 

* ★ * 

“Brnr!" says Mrs. Tomato Plant, 
shivering in the dark. “What a short 
summer that was! I don’t think I'm 
very long for this life, and if I want 
to raise a family of seeds before win¬ 
ter. J'd-better get cracking and push 
out some blossoms’” 

Tricking Mrs. Tomato Into starl¬ 
ing a family of blossoms at a very 
early age is only half the battle, of 
course. The next critical time comes 
w-hen you set the plants outdoors, for 
she’ll abort her first blossom truss at 
the drop of a hat If you treat her 
harshly. I’ll be giving a few pointers 
on her pre-natal care a little later In 
the season.

The field of organized 
“culture,” as many a phi¬ 
lanthropist and many an 
editor or reviewer has dis¬ 
covered, is full of land 
mines and booby traps. 

One false move - or even a 
straightforward, honest and 
well-intentioned one -can set 
off a hideous explosion. 

And in this field, where even 
relatively immune private 
“angels” have learned to be 
fearful of treading, the pub¬ 
licly financed Canada Council 
has been commissioned not 
only to tread hut to break new 
ground. 

WORTHY CACHES 

From an income of about 
$2,500,000 a year It has been 
handing out money to selected 
worthy enterprises and se¬ 
lected individuals, in an effort 
to raise the nation's general 
level of culture, and scholar¬ 
ship. 

Although dozens of influen¬ 
tial patrons-of-the various-arts 
have seen their pet projects 
overlooked in the matter of 
Canada Council assistance, so 
far at least the council ha* 
miraculously avoided touching 
off an explosion. 

In the first year of Its opera¬ 
tion. the council distributed 
slightly more than f4.000.000 
from It* $S0,000.000 fund. 

In the second year another 
$9,000,000 was distributed. 
LARGEST GRANTS 
The largest single grants In 
the Tirst year—only some of 
them for residences—went to 
Victoria College. University of 
Toronto <$975,000'. University 
of British Columbia < $700.000 1 , 
Queen's University (1530.000), 
University of Ottawa <$450,- 
000), University of New Bruns¬ 
wick ($422,000). and Carleton 
University. Ottawa i$400,000).

After all. the Canada Coun¬ 
cil is barely two years old.

FULFORD HARBOR—Resi- 
denis here are wondering if. 
a battle for leadership caused 
a breakup in the tight forma- ■ 
tion of a huge flight of Canada i 
geese heading north over Salt 
Spring Island. 

They said failure of follow¬ 
ing geese to stay with the 
leader In the famous “flying 
V” formation broke up the 
flight with leaderless geeae 
darting off in “all four direct 
tions at once." 

“Great honking and bedlam 
resulted,” observers reported. 

At the same time. Islanders 
reported sighting the biggest 
invasion of hummingbirds in 
a number of seasons. 

The coincidence again gave 
rise, to the. theory that hum¬ 
mingbirds hitch rides on the 
back of the high flying geese 
for the ride north. 

In this case, they may have 
“bailed out” when the geese 
formation broke up over the 
leadership dispute.
